’ If public attention were concentrated 
op the candidates for two offices only, 
the direct primary system ‘would or 
might be more satisfactory. Irréspec- 
tive of that, the irrefragable argument 


is that it would give Massachusetts a 
responsible managemefit of State af- 
fairs: How is the Governor to be re- 
sponsible for the conduct of State offi- 
cers who are thrust upon him, and in 
whose selection he had no hand? Gov- 
ernor Cox says that.‘‘ the people have 
** come to look to the-Governor as the 
“ head of the State Administration.’” 
It is well if they have. For a long 
time the Governor of Massachusetts 
was an-amiable figurehead. Cattle 
shows and college ..commencements 
were his chief occasions and duties; 
and ‘the splendor of his staff was the 
delight of students of esthetics. 
Probably Governor Cox’s recommen- 
dation will long remain a counsel of 
perfection. The Governor also advo- 
cates biennial sessions of the Great 
and General Court; but the biennial 
election of State officers was brought 
about only very recently.. For mys- 
terious reasons, hidden in the .deep 
bosom of its wisdom, the Great and 
General Court has. so much business 
or is so deliberate in dealing with it 
that the sages can’t get through in 
much less tHan six months every. year. 








PEYOTE. : 

In the Interior Appropriation bill an 
attempt was made in the Senate last 
week to deprives the Indian of his 
peyote. That could not very well be 
effected ‘without a nineteenth amend- 
ment enforced by the United States 
Army. Peyote is older than the Con- 
stitution, was here before JouN 
SmirH. It can be concealed'in a moc- 
casin, carried in a feather headdress. 
The supply’ is inexhaustible. Grave 
and reverend Senators debated peyote 
a whole hour without learning much 
about it, ‘and they; treated an appro- 
priation, of $25,000 to curb the habit 
bamong the Indians as a joke. “ What 
is peyote?’ asked Mr. Harrison’ of 
Mississippi. . ‘‘ A drug,” replied Mr. 
Smoor of Utah, ‘‘ that acts upon the 
“Indian as does bad whisky on a 
“white mah.'’ Mr, Ashurst of New 
Mexico said that “in the addict it 
“ produces the delusion of great 
“wealth, although in truth he is 
** poor.’’ If this were so, it would be 
a sin to take it away from any Indian 
but a reservation magnate: of Okla- 
homa. Such a pleasing delusion im- 
pressed Senators. Why meddle with 
peyote? “I want to say,” observed 
Mr. SMoor, “ that they use it in their 
“ religious worship, and for that. rea- 
“son they object to. its suppression.’’ 
A hush fell upon the Senate, broken 
by @ question from Mr. McKeE tar of 
Tennessee: “ What fs it made of?.”’ 
“A smal bean, 1 think,” hazarded 
Mr, Smoor. ‘ It grows along the Rio

APPLIED SCIENCE. 

All the resources of science are to 
be. utilized for a ‘demonstration. of 
what ¢an be:done to stanip out and 
prevent tuberculosis in a large indus- 
trial centre. . The announcement, is 
made today that the centre selected 
for this experiment is Syracuse, N. ¥. 
A like. effort, ‘though on a narrower 
scale, has been made during: the past 
few years in Framinghani, Mass., with 
the result that the death -rate from 
tuberculosis has been reduced by. 67 
per cent. But the population’ of Syra- 
cuse is ten times as great, it Has a 
medical college, an already efficient 
Health. Department, exceptional co- 
operation’ between the Sisiic and the 
private health agencies and a degree 
of separateness from other | cen- 
tres—factors Avhich have determined 
its selection. 

The Millbank Foundation, in supple- 
menting the local health expenditures 
for making this experiment, is per- 
forming a ‘great public service. While 
Syracuse will have the greatest imme- 
diate benefit, ewery sizable community 
should be measurably assisted in its 
battle against this insidious and dread 
disease, of which the practical exter- 
mination is among the possibilities of 
public: health achievement. It is a 
hopeful fact that many cities: invited 
such a demonstration, proffering the 
co-operation of local agencies and the 
support of labor, of industrial and 
mercantile corporations, city officials 
and newspapers. The cities are not 
alone to profit from tffis public health 
movement. One.of the less populous 
counties of the State,, Cattaraugus, 
has voted, through its Board of Super- 
visors, to create a ‘‘ county health 
unit,” with a view to bringing modern 
medical advice and care “within the 
Teach of the rural districts.
